A single man who is in receipt of 
War Veterans Allowance receives a 
ba ic rate of $40.48, A married man 
receives:a basic rate of $70.83, If he 
is industrially unemployable he may 
apply for an additional allowance of 
ten dollars per month, On this al- 
lowance he is expected to pay rent, 
light, heat and fuel, to cloth tim- 
self and his wife and out of the re- 
mainder buy groceries sufficient to 
keep body and sou] together. This 
sir, is a financial and economical im- 
possibility. Thes people are not 
living but merely existing, existing 
in a country that they served to the 
best of their ability when the country 
was in dire need of their help. 

It sisould not be hard to imagine 
that the government’s disregard of 
the plight of the small pensioner and 
the recipient of W.V.A. is, to some 
extent, the reason for the reluctance 
of men to enlist in the armed forces. 

I do not he:tiate to say that the 
rehabiliation program of the goveyi- 
ment set out at the concluson of the 
last war as proven to be the best 
in the entire svorld and ex-servicemen 
appreciate this to the fullest extent 
However nothing can justify the lack 
of gevernment action in respect t» 
the class of people who are now suf 
fering and for whom no steps have 
heen taken to keep their living con- 
ditions on a level of what they were 
even in 1946, 

_I have written this letter to again 
hring to the attention of your reader’ 
the plig't in which many servicemen 
find themseiven today, with the hope 
that individuals and organized groups 
of people throughout the country 
will take an interest in this matter 
snd bring it to the attention of their 
elected representatives.

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New Act Will 
Give Indians 
More Equality 


OTTAWA—New legislation to 
help Canada’s 136,000 Indians 
on the road to self-government 
goes into force in September, 

itizenship Minister Harris an- 
nounced. 


The new Indian act, first major 
overhaul of Indian legislation in_71 
years, was passed at the last session 
of parliament. 

Charges of the state, the Indians 
now will have greater powers over 
their own property and their own af- 
fairs, Mr. Harris said. 

“The aim of the new act is to bring 
the Indians, by progressive steps, in- 
to a position of social, political and 
economic equality with other Cana- 
dians,” the minister added. 

Some of the changes: 

1. Indian bands now can be author- 
ized to have complete control over 
the spending of band and land rev- 
enue money. 

2, The right to vote in band coun- 
cil elections is extended to Indian 
women, 

8. Loans, previously restricted to 
the purchase of farming and fishing 
equipment and kindred needs, now 
can be granted for the purchase of 
motor cars, fencing materials, gas 
and oil, repairs and for the payment 
of wages. \ 

4, Special’ schools will be estab- 
lished in some cases for the instruc- 
tion of Indian children living off re- 
serves, In other cases, arrangements 
will be made to make Indian children 
trained in regular municipal schools.

Claims Wonder 
Drug Will Cure 
Smut In Grain 


EDMONTON.—A Uniiversity of 
Alberta scientist has discovered’ 
that antibiotics — the wonder 
drugs which cure a host of hu- 
man diseases—also cure diseas- 
ed crops. 

The scientist—Dr. A. W. Henry— 
told farmers attending the annual 
university plant science department 
visitors’ day that actidione will cure 
smut in grains, 

Actidione is produced from the 
same organisms which produces 
streptomycin, an antibiotic used in 
curing many human diseases, 

Dr. Henry said he soaked smut- 
diseased oats in a solution of 10 parts 
of actidione to 1,000,000 parts of 
water, 


smut. 


Dr. Henry used farmer's seed drill 
samples of oats collected by district 
agriculturists, He said 90 per cent. 
of several hundred samples collected 
were diseased with smut. 

“The project still is in an.experi- 
mental stage,’ Dr. Henry said, “but 
it shows complete control of oat 
smut—one of the most difficult of 
plant diseases to control by seed 
treatment.” 

He said antibiotics would be much 
safer to use than mercury compounds 
which many farmers now use. 


Alberta's Crop 
Of Alfalfa Hit 
By Black Stem 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta.—Plant path- 
Ologists said that a disease known 
as black stem of alfalfa is more seri- 
ous than usual this year because of 
wet weather,

Alberta has 266,000 
acres of alfalfa this year. Black 
stem can cut production value by 
half.

Treasures Worth Fabulous Sum 


Lent To Toronto Art Gallery 


TORONTO. — The largest emerald in the world — btg as a 
clenched fist — is at the Toronto Art Gallery this month. It was 
hollowed out in the 17th century to make a perfume jar for a 
queen's dressing table. In an upstairs room stands the cradle of 
the King of Rome—son of the Emperor Napoleon. Crusted with 
gold and inlaid with mother-of-pearl, it was presented to Napo- 
leon on the birth of his son by the citizens of Paris. 

The two items are part of a travel-|by the Italian craftsman Benvenuto 
ling collection of European art treas-|Cellini—held the greatest goldsmith 


ures loaned to the gallery by the 
Kunsthistoriches Museum of Vienna 
—the Austrian state museum. 

Valued at $80,000,000, the collection 
consists of paintings, armor, tapes- 
tries and sculpture and work in gold, 
silver, ivory, bronze and precious 
stones. There are 131 paintings— 
many world-famous — mostly by 
Flemish, Italian and Spanish artists 
of the 16th and 17th centuries. 

Sidney Key, curator of the gallery, 
says the $80,000,000 is merely an in- 
surance estimate, 

“Every item in the collection is 
unique and irreplaceable,’ he says. 
“One painting, ‘The Artist In His 
Studio’, by the Dutch master, Jan 
Vermeer, is valued at $2,000,000. But 
it can no more be replaced than can 
Westminster Abbey.” 

The collection was assembled over 
a period of four centuries by mem- 
bers of the Hapsburg family who at 
one time ruled Europe from the 
Mediterranean to the Baltic and 


whose dominion extended to the East 
Indies and to America. 

Parts of the portrait collection 
constitute a cross-section of the 
aristocracy of Europe for the last 
400 years, 

From the walls of the gallery, 
princes and kings, knights in gold- 
embossed armor, royal striplings in 
satin and brocade and here and 
there a gentleman unknown, stare 
haughtily at the visitor. 

In one corner a life-size bust of 
King Philip II of Spain—cast in sil- 
ver and painted in natural colors— 
frowns moodily across the centuries. 
King Philip launched the Spanish 
Armada against England. 

The Italian painter Titian—count- 
ed with Michaelangelo one of the two 
greatest painters of the Renaissance 
was a shrewd judge of character. His 
portrait of Pope Paul III—the pope 
who sponsored the Jesuit Order at 
the time of the Protestant reforma- 
tion—shows an aging but able man, 
amply suited to guide the church 
through those troubled times. 

To look at the paintings in the gal- 
lery is to recall famous names—Ru- 
bens, Valasquez, Van Dyck, Tintoret- 
to and Rembrandt Van Rijn. 

Armed guards patrol the corridors 
of the gallery and policemen wait 
outside, They keep a special eye on 
the star of the show. .

Carryover Is 


Slightly Higher 


The report showed that the United 
States held 895,000,000 bushels com- 
pared with 427,000,000 last year; 
Canada 210,000,000 compared with 
129,000,000, Australia 67,000,000 
against 92,000,000, and Argentina 19,- 
000,000 against 40,000,000, 

Based on conditions at June 1 last, 
the eighth consecutive billion-bushel 
wheat crop was forecast for the 
United States. Production of — all 
wheat was placed at 1,070,000,000 
bushels, consisting of 707,000,000 
bushels of winter wheat and 363,000,- 
000 bushels of spring wheat. 

“In Canada,” the report said, “cut- 
ting of the winter wheat crop is well 
advanced, with an estimated 911,300 
acres to be harvested in Ontario. 
While no official estimate of yields 
will be available until Aug. 15, it is 
evident that some reduction from 
earlier expectations will result’ from 
rather extensive damage by the Hes- 
sian fly, 7 

Current indications are for some 
reduction’ in the Australian and, pos- 
sibly, in the Argentine wheat crops. 
In Australia growing conditions are 
generally satisfactory although some 
reduction in acreage appears to have 
taken place. <A preliminary estimate 
places this year’s crop at 171,000,000 
bushels, given average growing ‘con- 
ditions. In Argentina, on the other 
hand, moisture reserves have been 
seriously depleted, especially in Cor- 
doba and Sante Fe, and as a result 
acreage reductions in these areas 
have been estimated by the trade at 
around 40 per cent.

Alberta History 


J. D. Nicholson, who had a great 
career in the North ‘West Mounted 
Police, tells the following story in 
his book “On the side of the Law.” 

One day in 1889, I was asked to 
go to a rancid 15 miles west of Bat- 
(leford, with a constable and Louis 
‘a half-breed inerpreter, to investij- 
gate a shooting. We found the 
ranch deserted but there was a body 
of an Indian lying in a pool of blood 
on the kitchen floor. We identified 
the body as that of Peter Dekota,, a 
well known Indian who had fougut 
with Louis Riel in 1885. There way 
a bullet wound in the centre of the 
forehead. There were signs that a 
struggle had taken place and theyre 
was the odor of whisky in the room, 
While we were looking around, an- 
other Indian came along and said: 

“Tex man do that, I see him.” 

The Tex was Tex Fletcher who was 
known, as one of the best pistol 
shots in the country. He was a man 
of the wide open spaces but did nat 
like Indians, He was a noted horse- 
man and had fought on the side of 
the law in 1885, 

Tie Indian told Louis—who could 
understand the Cree language—that 
Fletcher and Dekota “had quarrelled 
over a bottle of “monshine”, that. the 
Indian had tried to scalp Tex and 
that Tex had shot him. 

We started on Fletcher's trail early 
the next morning and soon found 
that he had entered a ranch-house 
near by by the kitchen window. He 
had taken clothing and supplies and 
rode off with one of the best saddle 
hor es. We followed his trail and 
soon saw ':im leave his horse and run 
for shelter behind a windfall. I left 
my rifle and belt with) Louis and 
going towad the windfall called: 

“Hi, Tex, come out, I want to talk 
to you.” Seeing I was unarmed, he 
replied, “O, K. Nick, I guess I will get 
@ square deal from you.” When ar- 
rested, he told me that he and the 
rancher were sampling some “moon- 
shine” when Dekota came up, The 
Indian got one drink, but as he was a 
treaty Indian he was refused when 
he demanded more, A battle followed 
and when the Indian tried to slash 
Tex with a knife he was shot in the 
forehead, 

I was quite sure this story was 
true and that Tex had shot in self 
defence, I hoped the would get off 
with an easy sentence but he was 
sent to prison for 20 year:. He could 
not stand the confinement and, after 
three years, he died, pining for the
